KEILIHER GUILTY 


Boston, June 17.—Thursday 
after- 


noon the jury in the U. S. circuit 
court found guilty "Big Bill" Kellher, 
charged with aiding and abetting Geo. 
W. Colemau In misapplying the cred- 
its of tho national City-bank of Cam- 
bridge. 


During all the charge of the judga 


to; the Jury, Kellher had sat in wrapt 
attention, his massive jaws chewing 
Incessantly upon a hit of gum and 
his face showing not the least sign 
of mental strain as he listened to 
the carefully selected words of the 
judge, as the latter explained the law 
points of the case to the jurymen. 


Judge Lowell of the U. S. circuit 


court came into tho courtroom for a 
time,during the charge of Judge Hale, 
and in civilian attire, listened to the 
words of his brother on the bench. 
There was a great crowd present in 
tho courtroom, just as has been in 
attendance at this trial every day 
since it began, and at the hour when 
court opened many persons 'were in 
the corridor outside the courtroom, 
unable to gain admission. 


In accordance with custom and that 


the judge might not be interrupted 
or the attention of the jurymen dis- 
tracted, the doors of the courtroom 
were closed as soon as the judge be- 
gan his charge. The court officials 
were specially charged not to allow 
anyone to enter or leave the room dur- 
ing the charging of the jury. 


Judge Hale occupied just one hour 


the jury, and the other five minutes 
were taken up in conference with 
counsel in the case, to see if there 
were any further points upon which 
they desired the court to enlighten 
the jurymen.
